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Alfalfa Root Disease Offers Problem 


For Tulare County 


Growers: Control 


Measures Suggested By Farm Advisor

VISALIA, Dec, 20 — An alfalfa 
root disease called Phytophthora, 
poses. a serious threat to alfalfa 
production in Tulare county. This 
is evident by the common sight of 
alfalfa fields heavily infested with 
water grass and weeds, thinning 
of alfalfa stands, good growth on 
the levies and poor growth in the 
checks, slower growth and poor 
‘yields, and alfalfa drying up rap- 
idly after irrigations. Alfalfa 
growers have been facing these

Growers have not fully realized 
that this root disease ‘“Phytoph- 
thora” is the primary. cause of 
most of their production. prob- 
lems. Many times the blame has 
been attributed to the variety, and 
other reasons, but the cause usu- 
ally lies in the root system. This 
is easily determined ,by digging up 
the alfalfa plant and inspecting 
the tap root. 


Phytophthora is a soil fungus 
disease that is active where there 
is a condition of excess moisture 
in any area of the root, zone of 
the alfalfa plant. This disease 
makes localized orange and yel- 
low discolorations in the alfalfa 
root, which may become severe 
enough to rot the root off com- 
pletely. 
fields at a uniform depth and may 


Rotting occurs in most 


be anywhere from one inch to 
twelve inches from the surface of 
the soil.. The roots branch at the 
point of rotting, but sometimes the 
branches are rotted off and must 
branch again to survive; but once 
infested seldom does the root sys- 
tem have a deep tap root normal 
to alfalfa. 


Phytophthora may infect the al- 
falfa plant at any time if condi- 
tions are favorable for its develop- 
ment. Young seedlings when at- 
tacked by this root rot may be 
killed out completely. Re-seeding 
is not much help if conditions that 
caused the disease to develop are 
not corrected. Older plants are 
not killed out as readily as seed- 
lings. The length of time to kill 
older plants depends on the con- 
ditions under which this disease 


develops, First and second year 
stands are most vulnerable to this 
disease. 


Another symptom that indicates 
that Phytophthora has attacked 
the alfalfa plant is the wilting 
and drying up of either a few 
leaves on a branch or the entire 
branch of the plant. This usually 
happens after an irrigation, and 
gives the appearance that the al- 
falfa is drying up from lack of 
moisture. Poor soil drainage caus- 
es this root rot disease. It is 
costly and in many cases is dis- 


couraging growers producing al- 


Porterville 
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falfa, When water does not have 
free and orderly movement 
through the‘soil in the. alfalfa 
field, ‘Phytophhtora will appear 
and nothing but damage can re- 
sult: : 


Since an excess moisture condi- 
tion causes this fungus to develop, 
there are many factors affecting 
the soil structure that encourages 
the development of this disease. 
In many instances water move- 
ment may be restricted just tem- 
porarily in a very thin layer of 
soil causing a water-logged con- 
dition, at one point on the alfal- 
fa root. The fungus attacks the 


skin of the root at that point per-’ 


mitting the disease to develop. 


Here are some of the factors 
that cause poor -soil drainage 
which results in trouble to the 
alfalfa root system: 


(a) Plow soles brought about 
by the same depth of plowing each 
year causing a thin layer of com- 
pact soil to develop at the depth 
of plowing. 


(b) Extensive use of equipment 


in producing previous crops causes 
the soil to be compact and pre- 
vents water penetration and drain- 


age. This is especially true if 
soil is worked when wet. 


(c) Improperly managed hard- 
pan or shallow soils develop com- 
pact layers and prevent soil drain- 
age. These soils have more Phy- 
tophthora than other soils, because 
they have a tighter soil structure 
by nature. 


(d) Alkali soils are also tighter 
by nature if not completely re- 
claimed. . Water 
through these soils and excess 
amounts of water either stands

Farmer Price ~ 
index Unchanged 
For November 


SACRAMENTO, Dec. 20 — The 
index of prices received by farm- 
ers was unchanged during the 
month ended November 15. Lower 
prices received for meat animals 
and fruit were offset by higher 
prices for commercial vegetables, 
dairy products, food grains, and 
oil bearing crops. The November 
index at 234 per cent of its 1910- 
14 average was the same as in 
October, and compares with 224 
in November, 1955. 


Higher automobile prices were 
primarily responsible for raising 
the parity index (prices paid for 
commodities and services, interest, 
taxes and wage rates) nearly one 
percent during the month ended 
November 15. Both the living and 
production components of the gen- 
eral index rose about the same 
amount. At 289, the mid-Novem- 
ber parity index was nearly four 
percent higher than a year earlier 
and less than one percent under 
the all-time high last recorded in 
May, 1952.

of checks: is also a very common 
way for this disease to start. This 
is the first place Phytophthora is 
usually found in the alfalfa field. 


(g) Lack of organic matter in 
the soil also effects soil tilt and 
drainage. 


Deep sandy loamy soils, properly 
leveled and managed are usually 
free from root rot and produce 
heavy yields of alfalfa. The cases 
of Phytophthora infestations on 
these soils are becoming too com- 
mon, because of poor management. 

This disease once established is 
very difficult to cure, but proper 
Management of the soil can pre- 
vent its development. Important 
factors in soil management to 
grow alfalfa free from root rot 
are: 


(a) Proper leveling of the land 
before the crop is established. Al- 
falfa land should be leveled with 
the proper grade so that water 
moves at a constant rate down the 
check. 


(b) Proper relationship of wa- 
ter available to length of checks. 
These two factors should be con- 
sidered so that alfalfa can be irri- 
gated as a shallow rooted crop 
even though it is a deep rooted 
crop, Frequent, lighter irriga- 
tions, on hardpan, heavy, and al- 
kali soils gives much better yield 
and helps to prevent soil drain- 
age problems. 


(c) Having a loose, open soil to 
a depth at least 18 inches is very 
desirable. Sub-soiling two or 
three ways in the early fall or 
when the soil is dry may be nec- 
essary to obtain this condition. 
Application of gypsum on alkali 
soils will help water penetration 
and drainage. Thorough land 
Planting after sub-soiling is im- 
portant to get rid of all uneven 
areas in the field. Gentle sloping 
borders are better than steep nar- 
row borders. 

(d) Following the above opera- 
tions with a well prepared seed 
bed to get the new stands off toa 
good start is one way of getting 
ahead of root rot. 

(e) Getting alfalfa established 
early in the fall so that it can 
grow from natural rainfall is de- 
sirable. 
when the stand has to be irrigat- 
ed up and irrigated when the seed- 
lings are young, makes the alfalfa 
plats susceptible to root disease. 
The grower should strive to get 
the alfalfa planted in the fall or 
early winter when the soil is loose 
and roots can easily penetrate al- 
lowing a deep root system to be 
established. 

Control of Phytophthora in es- 
tablished stands is a problem. 
Bringing} stand back to profitable 
production depends on the condi- 
tions that caused the disease to 
develop and the extent of damage. 

Conditions that can be changed 
to help the root rot ‘problem: 

(a) Shorten long runs by put- 
ting a ditch through the center of 
the field. 

(by) Channel water in fewer 
checks to shorten the time water 
is on the field. 

(c) Make frequent, lighter ir- 
rigations rather than one or two 
heavy irrigations between cut- 
tings.
